"RAGGED VETERANS’ 
C 
HARLES LAMB spoke of his most beloved and read books as "ragged 
veterans.” Any lover of books can appreciate this loving reference. 
T here are books in this library of m ine which become more ragged 
with the years—yet to me, they grow more groomed! 
In the same m an- | 
nor th a t a lace grows in beauty as lines and planes change in such m an­ 
ner as to give character and meaning. 
x 
Continual associations brings this about. 
W ho is it who does not 
grow fond of a certain suit of clothes, or a tie, or other personal belong­ 
ing which has touched the personality and become wedded through as­ 
sociation? 
Things th a t fit our bodies or our moods become endeared to 
us. 
Who does not get a great ‘kick” out of a book th a t has been read and 
re-read—sometimes all m arked up with thoughts th a t came to the read­ 
er as he perused it? 
I have a little Poe book th at a reader once read 
with delight and m arked his thoughts as he read, and I have a little 
book th at was once owned by Hudson, the naturalist, who .expressed, his 
thoughts in no uncertain m anner in the m argins of the pages. 
TJiese 
books are doubly interesting and beloved by me. 
I have a friend who 
m arks his books as he reads them and then hands them to his secre­ 
tary who m akes out sheets of the sentences m arked—which form a quick 
review of the outstanding thoughts of those books—later to go over again. 
An admirable habit. 
I have some little books th a t were' once the property of Elizabeth 
and Robert Browning. They show signs of wear. 
They are ragged lit- : 
tie fellows—yet wonderful companions and I sometimes imagine the envy 
of newer and less read volumes near to them on the shelves! 
In the museums we see exam ples of rare and very old tapestries and 
rugs th at have known centuries of w ear—ragged veterans, truly—yet t 
with such a wealth cf beauty alive and warm w ith the wear and love of 
these years. 
The most precious things in the world are those which show the 
signs of wear and tear—ragged through .service and from rendering hap- j 
piness.

NO BANK MORATORIUM IN PENNSYLVANIA 
(Editorial in the Philadelphia Inquirer) 
Pennsylvania’s banking condition is sound. 
Fundam entally no 
change wa* effected by Governor Pinchers prom pt signature to the 
legislature's m idnight resolution. In a sense the action has largely a 
technical import. It provides in individual cases, where an emergency 
w arrants, that w ithdraw als may be restricted on deposits made prior 
to the date* of accepting this relief. Any subsequent deposits are to 
be kept segregated in liquid form available for the claim ant at a mo­ 
m ent’s notice 
National banks share the protection with state banks 
as a result of the Couzens bill adopted by congress on Saturday. 
Although subject to further enforcing legislation, the resolution is 
believed to have already achieved its purpose, which was mainly 
psychological. H ysteria has been allayed. Anybody is now reason­ 
ably sure that if he puts money in the bank today he can draw it 
out tomorrow, next m onth or next Christmas, as he may wish. The 
authorities at H arrisburg have revived popular faith in local financial 
institutions when it was beset by doubts and misgivings. Actually no 
ground existed for the anxiety: it was precipitated by events in 
neighboring states, where m oratorium s have been invoked to prevent 
runs, No crisis came to Pennsylvania; no state m oratorium was neces­ 
sary. If on** was threatened, it has been forestalled by this cautionary 
procedure. 
Besides allaying the possibility of a local panic, tile resolution 
should have a positive value in bringing money out of hiding. 
Hoard­ 
ed currency ought now to flow back to the banks. The prospect is sig­ 
nificant 
While states elsewhere have been declaring holidays and 
temporarily closing finks, in order to keep the assets I rom seeping 
away, Pennsylvania opened a new intake to receive inactive funds. 
They have been lurking in lock boxes, old socks, m attresses, or in the 
teapot with the handle broken off its lid. Restoring this idle money 
to norm al circulation will put Pennsylvania in advance of her sisters. 
Instead of clam ping a m oratorium on banks the commonwealth 
laid a devastating interdict on politics. For the general assembly 
ratified the proposal w ith a vociferous unanim ity and the governor 
showed equal alacrity in recommending and approving it. Prom pt ac­ 
tion followed the excellent advice given by leading bankers, with 
Philadelphia institutions ably represented. The cooperation evinced 
on all sides deserves com m endation.
